Surgery, Urology, the candidates must possess post-graduate Degree qualification in the Speciality concer¬ 
ned that is D.M./- M.Ch, after M.D. /M.S. or other equivalent qualification as may be approved by the 
Council from time to time. The existing alternative qualifications that is M.D. /M.S. or an equivalent 
qualification with two year special training in a recognised training centre in the speciality concerned, 
shall cease to be sufficient qualifications for appointment to aforesaid teaching post Jfrom that date : 
provided' that the requirements of possessing a Post-graduate degree qualification in the concerned higher 
speciality shall not be applicable for highcr’appointment, in the case'of existing teachers holding regular 
teaching posts where appointment was initially made on the basis of two years special training in the 
Speciality after the requisite M.D./M.S.
